pump operators on Phuket have their eyes on Katu *8 land, which they want 
to work on a tribute basis, but Katu will not agree to this* The company 
is now reworking old ground in order to get through to virgin land. At 
tho same time, the Phuket Tin Company's dredge, tho largest in Thailand, 
is now passing through Katu Tin's ground to got to the Phuket Company's 
other lease* This ground has been worked twice by Katu, but Phxakot Tin's 
dredge is producing 20 to 36 piculs a day, all of which must be given to 
Katu, since Katu is allowing them to pass through its grotind^
